'\FLOWER TURNS 
NIGHT INTO DAY 


One or the strangest flowers, and 
one that is not often seen, because itt 
‘only blossoms after night has fallen, 
and then withers before dawn comes, 
is the cereus. Except at the time it 
biooms, this plant, which is one of the 
few that turn night Into day, is not at 
«ll attractive in appearance, What 
you see is nothing more than a leaf- 
Jess, distorted tangle of discoloreg and 
repelicnt vegetable fibres. 

But when this unpromising mass of 
roots does break into blossom, it 
throws out flowers as beautiful as they 
are deliciously scented. The bud be- 
gins to unfold a Ifttle after dusk, and 
in an hour or two it has grown to a 
large flower several. feet in circumfer- 
ence, which at midnight is brown and 
orange and white, and fills the air with 
a heavy tropical scent like a compound 
of fresh frangipanni, roses, and tiger 
lilies. An hour or so before dawn the 
flowers begin to fade, and_ before 
‘breakfast the plant is again an appar- 
ently withercd heap. 


DID CHRIST PREACH 
IN THIS TEMPLE? 


What is regarded by many scholars 
as the most valuabie @a!scovery which 
has yet been taudo by the archaeolo- 
gist in Palestine is the Jocation of the 
site of the city of Capernaum. Among 
its ruins have been found the remains 
of a synagveve believed to: be the very 
one wherein cur Aaviour preathed. 

For over ninetcen hundred years the 
very site of such an important Bille 
city as Capernaum has been in dispute. 
It was thought that it stood at the 
northern end of the Sea of Galilee at 
a place called Tell Hun}, where thcre 
are ext nsive ruins. 

A systematic examination of these, 
and the discovery of ancient docu- 
ments, now make it clear that this, in- - 
deed, Was ancient Capernaum. ‘ 

The ruins of a Jewish eynagesue 
have been brought to light. x plorers 
say thie temple stood thore in the days 
of Christ, an@ is the very building re- 
ferred to in’ the Cospel.
